Ottawa, Sept. 22.—Canada will build her trade up within her own boun- 


daries and make trade concessions only to Great Britain. This is the con- 
struction all classes, placed 011 yesterday's sweeping victory of the Conser- 
vatives when they repudiated reciprocity and swept the Laurier adminis- 
tration out of power. 


The overwhelming majority against the advocates of the open door 


with the United States is interpreted by the leaders of both parties as in- 
dicating absolutely that the people of Canada are unalterably opposed to 
close trade relations with their nearest neighbor. 


While returns Irom a number of districts are incomplete the figures 


indicate that the next parliament w ill be composed of 130 Conservatives 
and 80 Liberals, as against 132 Liberals and 89 Conservatives in the old 
body. 


Montreal, Sept. 22.—Canada re- 


jected reciprocity and the Laurier 
government suffered an overwhelm- 
ing defeat in the Canadian elections 
held yesterday. 


By a, veritable political landslide 


the Liberal majority of 42 was swept 
away and the Conservative party se- 
cured one of the heaviest majorities 
—upward of 50—that any Canadian 
party has ever had. Seven Cabinet: 
Ministers who have served with Pie- 
rnier Laurier wore among the defeat- 
ed candidates. 
The Liberals lost ground in practi- 


cally every piovince of the dominion 
Where they won their 
majorities 


were small. Where the Conservatives 
won their majorities were tremen- 
dous. 
Ontario, the leading province 


of Canada, declared almost unani- 
mouslv against the administration 


Robert L. Borden, leader of the 


Conservative party, will shortly be- 
come the prime minister of Canada 
He will be supported in Parliament 
by a working .majority of members 
far more than ample for his purpose 


The government defeat means that 


the Fiolding-Knox reciprocity agree- 
ment, ratified by the American Con- 
gress in extra session, will not be in- 
troduced when the Twelfth parlia- 
ment assembles next month and that 
a revised basis of trade with the Uni- 
ted States looking to closer commer- 
cial relations will not be possible m 
the immediate future. 


The Conservatives are committed 


to a policy of trade expansion with 
the empirfe and a closed door against 
the United States 
Although re-olected in two constit- 


uencies in Quebec,, the defeat of the 
Liberal party means also the retire- 
ment from public life of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, who for nearly two decades 
has directed the destinies of the 
dominion. 
Several times 
during 
the bittei 


campaign, 
which 
preceded yester- 


day's election the venerable Premier 
said that the defeat of his party at 
the polls meant the end of his career; 
that he never would consent to lead .1 
minority in opposition to a Conserva- 
tive government. 


A Liberal membership of .>3 from 


Quebec, was cut down to 36, which, 
taken alone, seriously threatened tho 
supremacy of the party, but it was 


in Ontario that 
the 
Conservatives 


won their greatest victory. 
Spurred on by appeals to patriot- 


ism, 
and the cry that reciprocity was 


the entering wedge for annexation, 
the Conservatives swept nearly ev- 
erything before them. 
That province, which in the last 


Parliament was represented by 35 
Liberals and 51 Conservatives, will 
send a delegation to the next com- 
posed of 3 3 Liberals and 75 Conser- 
vatives 


A notable feature of the defeat was 


the opposition's capture of two hith- 
erto Liberal seats in Saskatchewan. 


The landslide was not expected by 


either side. 
The Liberals were con- 


fident that they Would be returned by 
the people with an increased major- 
ity for they believed that reciprocity 
would not 
be acceptable to the 


Canadian electors. 
While the Conservatives claimed 


that they would have it majority they 
did not expect that it would be so 
large, or that the general verdict of 
the country would be given so decis- 
ively against the government 


They feared that reciprocity would 


prove popular with the farmers ol 
Ontario and the farmers and fisher- 
men of the maritime provinces, and 
while confident they would win in the

result in rural districts. However m 
Ontario, especially, the agricultural 
vote went almost solidly against rec- 
iprocity and in the maritime prov- 
inces it did not prove to be the popu- 
lar issue expected. 


The farmers and fishermen ot the 
East do not appear to have placed 
the high value upon the American 
market which was expected. 
While 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the prime min- 
ister, was safe in two counties, the 
Conservatives made a great harvest 
of ministerial heads; thirteen mem- 
bers of the Laurier 
Cabinet sought 


re-election and seven of them were 
defeated.

STEEL STOCK HAMMERED 


On Exchange as Result of Con- 
ditions—Steel Merger Officials 


in Conference. 


New York, Sept. 33.—Not since the 


days of the financial panic of 1907 
has tlie stock exchange heen so ex- 
cited as today. .The floor of the ex- 
change was jammed and for some 
time a panic was feared. .Steel was 
the center of attraction and at the 
end of the first fifteen minutes the 
common stock of the billion dollar 
steel trust had dropped to 53 1-4 
points below last Bight's close. The 
stocks of the big northern railroads 
also took sensational drops on the 
belief that defeat of the reciprocity 
pact in Canada would materially af- 
lect then* earnings. 


New York, Sept. 22.—It is reported 


on excellent authority, that the matter 
of dissolving and reorganizing the 
United States Steel Corporation is re- 
ceiving the earnest attention of the de- 
partment ot justice and the legal rep- 
lesentatives of the so-called billion- 
dollar trust. 


There is ground also for the asser- 


tion that the steel corporation is mak- 
ing a strenuous effort to meet the de-. 
mands of the government, but by rea-, 
son of the complexity of the situation 
' little headway has yet been. made. 
j 
As a result ot these conditions steel 


stock has been hammered hard on the 
stock exchange. 


I 
Jnfornial conferences of prominent 


steel officials were held yesterday, but 
no news of a definite character was 
obtainable trom these sources. Chair- 
man B. H. Gary declined to discuss 
the status of affairs and Francis Lynde 
Stetson, 
the 
corporation's -general 


counsel, would neither affirm nor de- 
ny the report that negotiations look- 
ing to a voluntary dissolution are in 
contemplation. 


To those who have followed the op- 


eiations of the United States Steel 
Corporation since its inception a dec- 
ade ago the work of 
disintegrating 


and reorganizing the largest industrial 
combination ever organized represents 
a task of gigantic proportions. 


Many ot 
the 
subsidiaries which 


helped to make up the corporation, 
have lost practically all semblance of 
their original selves and in the opin- 
| ion of dispassionate observers it would 
be well nigh impossible 
to 
restore 


original equities. 


i 
It is A matter of common knowledge 


that a large part of the $500,000,000 
common stock originally represented 
little more than bonuses or water. On 
, the other hand, it has been admitted 
i by 
government 
investigators that 


much of its inflated value has been 
replaced in recent years by moneys 
taken out of earnigs. In fact, the re- 
port oi the department of commerce 
and labor has practically fixed upon a 
value ot $50 tor the common shares, 
because ot the millions put into new 
constiuction, betteiment, depreciation, 
etc. 


Quite apart from the legal obstacles 


which are said to beset the path or 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
it is evident that trade conditions are 
distinctly adverse 
For the last three 


months sucn new business as the com- 
pany has received has been at marked 
price concessions. 


This, of course, is equally true of 


the many independent companies, but 
the latter have had a distinct advan- 
tage in the 
fact 
that 
their 
wage 


schedules were generally lower than 
those of the big corporation. Intima- 
tions put out from various quarters 
during the weeic point clearly to a 
liquidation of labor in steel and iron, 
beginning perhaps with the Steel Cor- 
poration.

N editorial writer in one of the country's leading newspapers says: 


"It is becoming universally recognized that friction, ugliness and 
annoyance in travel and hotel entertainment, as elsewhere, are as 
unnecessary as they are useless, and that those who go forth on 


journeys or visits, long- or short, are entitled to enjoy the sunnier, fairer, 
happier side of things." 


But not only in travel is friction being eliminated, but as far as 


possible, in the business world generally. Its true nature as waste of power 
is being recognized; and in the business world where tha question of profit 
is to the fore, anything in the nature of waste must be eliminated. It is 
even going further than this, and reaching out into the great world move- 
ment for peace. For war is but friction on a gigantic scale, and the nations 
are beginning to realize its waste and uselessness from an economic point 
of view, even did no greater questions enter into It. 


But the uselessness of friction can be carried into even higher 


realms,—that of the mind. 'Mental friction should be avoided just as 
carefully as the more material forms of it. 
Indeed, the waste here is 


greater, for mental energy is a finer, more valuable stuff than physical 
energy. 
Therefore, we should all take steps to eliminate mental friction 


as much as possible. 


In the home, the impulse to say the cross or unkind word should be 


checked. 
Scolding or quarreling or nagging produces friction. 
It stirs 


up irritation. It produces unpleasant thoughts. The harmony of the home 
Is disturbed. 
All this causes a loss of power. 
Energy goes forth in the 


form of vexation,.and in words and deeds that amount to nothing, and that 
could have been turned to better purpose. 


There are "many little thoughtful deeds that can be performed about 


the home that help prevent friction. They may not be absolutely necessary 
In one sense of the word, but they are the little things that make the good 
measure, pressed down and running over, of the home's happiness. There 
may be little things which if not done stir the master of the house to 
•wrath, or tax the mother so much that she gets 4nto a state of weariness 
that means complaining. 
All this is friction, and it should be avoided by 


performing these little actions that smooth the fret away. 


In business, too, it is just as 'helpful to keep the mental atmosphere free 


of friction. The wise business giri^will avoid disagreements with her fellow 
"workers. She will do all she can to keep things running smoothly, instead 
Of producing jars and discords. 


For It Is all waste. And in this age, we oannot afford to waste. And 


.there is a still higher thought in it. 
For by eliminating friction, we are 


making place for peace. 
And peace and happiness are closely allied. So, 


though avoiding friction has an economic value, it has also a higher pur- 
pose. And though we may follow it at first purely from an utilitarian mo- 
tive, we will ere long grasp its higher significance, and enjoy its finer 
fruits.

WHAT HAS BECOME 


OF THE PASSENGER 


OR WltD PIGEON ? 


Editor Agnew Welsh of 
the 
Ada 


Record, thus entertainingly writes in 
his newspaper of the passing of 
the 


passenger pigeon: 


One question that has been a mys- 


terv as yet unsolved by ornithologists 
is the answer to this: from 
whence 


came years ago the 
horde of wild 


pigeons and whither did they depart? 


The editor well remembers of see- 


ing them when a lad flying westward 
in the evening, no doubt coming to 
the then inland lakes of Hardin coun- 
ty to roost in the willow thickets in 
and around these _great marshes. Old 
Ada residents tell of killing bags full 
of them at night while at roost. 


In 
Crawford county a number* ol 


men trapped barrels of these pigeons 
The method was to get a live one 
sew its eyes shut, secure it to one end 
of a lever that could be tilted by a 
string running to a blind behind which ' 
the operator was hiding. The pigeons 
seeing this brother flapping its wings 
would alight, thinking there was food 
to be had. At the proper time the 
operator would pull the wings of the 
net-work trap 
and 
secure a lot o£ 


birds. 


Stephen Bigger 
says 
these great 


flocks of 'beautiful birds 
first made 


their appearance in Ohio in 1857 and 
surprised the people, who feared they 
would become so numerous as to de- 
stroy all their crops.. They disap- 
peared as suddenly as they came and 
no one has been able to tell what be- 
-came of them. Their last appearance 
here was in about 1873. 
It was a beautiful sight to -watch 


them, flying overhead. Many of them 
stayed about my father's woods, where 
sheep were fed, the birds picking up 
the loose corn. 


They flew in droves and moved as 


a unit, rising and falling in beautiful 
curves, their 
light-colored 
under 


plumage shining in the sun as they 
veered to change direction. 


Of these interesting birds 
George 


Hedrick of 
Ft. 
Recovery recently 


wrote the Toledo Blade as follows: 


"I saw something this morning that 


I had not seen for more than twenty 
years. It was a flock of wild pigeons. 
I was out in my pasture getting my 
horse, and, lo and-behold, there came 
a flock of fifty or sixty wild pigeons 
flying around me. I brought the horss 
to the barn and they came again close 
to me. I am not mistaken as to their 
being the true wild pigeon, for X 
caught many of their kind in nets and 
gathered sacks of them when a boy. 
They used to roost at 
my father's 


taim not more than two miles from 
where I now live. I have made nets to 
catch them and take as many as foul- 
dozen in a single catch. 
This is m 


Gibson, township, Mercer county, O., 
where I have lived for 72 years except 
three years spent in the war." 


To this the Blade replied: 
"Mr. Hedrick may" be mistaken, but 


the chances are he is not. The fam- 
ous passenger pigeon was a long tail- 
ed bird, having a length of sixteen to 
eighteen inches, its feathers of a beau- 
tiful metallic sheen, graceful, and once 
seen or examined, scarcely to be con- 
fused with any other. 
Books of ref- 


erence state that the pigeon is still to 
be'found in the upper Mississippi val- 
ley and the borderland of the United 
States and Canada, but the statement 
would probably be warmly questioned 
by field ornithologists. Many scientists 
have long sought the bird in vain and 
a year or two ago a circular, now 
unfortunately lost, came to our hand 
offering a large reward for the capture 
of a pair alive. 
"Though the passenger pigeons were 


slaughtered unmercifully for food and 
sometimes shot down in 
_ pure wan- 


tonness, their disappearance has never 
•been satisfactorily 
explained. 
There 


were too many of them for mere hunt- 
ers to do away with. They flew in 
flocks which wore days in passing 
a 


given point. They darkened the skies 
with their numbers and broke down 
tree branches with their weight. 


"To have beheld them i-s a thing to 


'boast about and to be congratulated 
upon. It would truly be an inspiring 
thing to all bird lovers if these birds 
•should once more appear in Ohio."
